consideration the various air 
passages concerned and the mechanics 
respiration ample impress upon 
the fact that the movement associ- 
ated with the act can imparted 
any part the body and hence, 
general rule obvious that respira- 
tion must suspended during the tak- 
ing radiograph. This the case 
even though the part being taken 
quite small relatively remote from 
the chest. 


There are few exceptions and 
the purpose our paper discuss the 
general rule well these exceptions. 
Let consider first, breathing sus- 
pended and later breathing modified. 


Breathing Suspended: 


Breathing suspended full inspir- 
ation for routine chests. This done 
order aerate the lung bases. 
the reverse phase were used the lung 
bases would extremely dense. De- 
marcation from the diaphragm and 
heart could difficult impossible 
and the increased basal lung density 
might easily mistaken for oedema, 
pneumonia, etc. 


Breathing suspended full inspir- 
ation with bearing down and protru- 
sion the abdomen, for the final pye- 
logram film substitute for the up- 
right view. The manoeuvre indicated 
causes excursion the kidney com- 
parable with that due gravity the 
upright position. achieved much 
more easily and does not require spe- 
cial tilt table. 


Breathing suspended full expir- 
ation special lung cases show the 
apices and demonstrate mediastinal 
shift due bronchial obstruction. 
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should noted here that some slight 
improvement may expected 
A.P. dorsal spine done this phase 
this widens and thins the media- 
stinum. The widening superimposes 
soft tissue shadows the transverse 
processes and neck ribs and prevents 
them from being blackened out. Again 
this phase used demonstrate the 
maximum number ribs below the 
diaphragm. 


Breathing suspended full expir- 
ation with abdominal retraction the 
lateral lumbar spine the manoeuvre 
causes maximum elevation dia- 
phragm, thus superimposing soft tissue 
structures over the lower dorsal verte- 
brae which would otherwise black- 
ened out.

This 
gives one the greatest possibility 
perfect immobilization and less strain 
the patient than holding the breath 
full inspiration expiration. 


Modified Breathing 


Our second main subdivision 
breathing radiography that 
modified breathing during the taking 
films. Panting shallow respira- 
tory excursions are familiar all. 
make good use this doing 
oblique views the sternum, the lat- 
eral dorsal spine, ribs above the dia- 
phragm and blade the scapula. The 
manoeuvre these particular instances 
succeeds wiping out the shadow 
the parenchymal pattern the lung 
and giving one clearly defined view 
the cancellous bone the part 
question. For similar reasons A.P. 
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Oblique sternum—breath held. 
Oblique sternum—panting. 


lumbar spine taken panting will suc- 
ceed blurring out the shadow gas 
and feces and enable one differen- 
tiate between radiolucent bone lesions 
the pelvis and superimposed gas 
shadows. 


Finally, make use modifica- 
tion breathing for planigraphs 
the vocal cords. They are taken with 
slow shallow expiration during 
the phonation the letter “E”. This 
gives the optimum position the true 
and false vocal cords for visualization.

30° fronto-occipital; right and left lat- 
erals, and both mastoid tips one 
film. 


Technique for 


The patient placed the supine 
position and cassette placed 
transversely the Bucky tray. The 
patient instructed pull the chin 
down the chest until the base line 
(external auditory canal outer 
canthus the eye) perpendicular 
the plane the film. This, would 
like emphasize, important, and 
difficulty encountered, the use 
non-opaque pad indicated. 


With the tube angled 30° caudad, 
the central ray directed through the 
external auditory canal viewed from 
the lateral aspect. 


This view provides ready compari- 
son the petrous bones and minor 
comparison the mastoid cells. 
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Lateral mastoids: 


There are number projections 
advocated, which satisfactorily pre- 
vent superimposition one mastoid 
area upon the other. The Schuller pro- 
jection, which about describe, 
is, our opinion, trifle more pract- 
ical, that there are fewer angles in- 
volved and the end result compar- 
able with that other techniques. 


Details are follows: 


The patient placed the prone 
position and the side examined 
sette placed 23° angle block 
which elevates the upper edge the 
film the same angle. sand bag 
may employed the angle block 
not available. 


The important posturing points are 
these: First, the pinna the side next 
the film which the side being 
rayed the moment turned for- 
ward, and the patient instructed 
rest the head some degree upon the 
pinna, for must held out the 
field depicted. Secondly, the 
head must now rotated 15° towards 
the face from true lateral position. 


The central ray should enter four 
inches above the external auditory 
canal nearest the tube. 


The opposite side postured and 
exposed the same manner. cone 
assured.

MASTOID TIPS 

the term suggests, this position 
employed provide another view 
the cellular structure the tips and 
separately. 


Again, there are different projections 
advocated for this purpose, and while 
results are more less equal qual- 
ity, the one shall now describe is, 
believe, the most widely used. 

Details are follows: 

placed upon the same angle block 
sand bag for the laterals, and the 
patient, being placed the supine posi- 
tion, instructed pull the chin down 
the chest before. The head 
pushed one side the cassette until 
the ear approximately one inch from 
the side the film and then rotated 
30° the opposite and away from the 
outlet brought down six inches 
from the external auditory canal. The 
object here expose less than one 
half the width the film, and con- 
taining one tip that area. 

Upon exposure one side, the head 
turned A-P position and then 
postured before posturing from 
the other side the cassette; that is, 
the ear one inch from the edge the 
extreme edge the film. 

you have doubt noticed, all 
projections described, with the excep- 
tion the fronto-occipital, are non- 
Bucky techniques, this being the pref- 
erence radiologist. 


Petrous portion the temporal bone: 
This examination may requested 


for any number reasons—for 8th 
nerve involvement; brain abscess in- 
volving the petrous; extension from 
suppurative mastoiditis, erosion 
from brain tumor. 


four-view routine now standard 
our department. These are: 


Stereo 20° occipito-frontals. 

Stereo P.A. 

Stereo right and left Stenvers. 

Single lateral mastoids infec- 
tion suspected. 


P.A. View: 


Surprisingly, this simple view often 
supplies great deal information 
about the middle ear, and should al- 
ways included. 


Technique: 


This posture identical with that 
which employ show the frontal 
sinuses, that is, the nose-forehead posi- 
tion. However, the purpose 
show the petrous, must project the 
petrous ridges just barely below the 
superior margins the orbits, and this 
best accomplished first determin- 
ing the base line and then angling the 
tube 10° caudally from 
Stereos are appreciated here.

With the patient undisturbed from 
the nose-forehead position, the tube 
angled 20° cephalad and the central ray 
directed enter through the external 
auditory canal viewed from the lat- 
eral aspect. Again, stereos are de- 
advantage. 


Both petrous ridges should pro- 
jected well above the orbits and the 
ideal film should also show the mastoid

Stenvers: 


This projection actually “pos- 
terior-anterior oblique,” and consid- 
ered the “petrous projection.” 


Technique 


The patient placed the prone po- 
sition and the head rotated 45°, bring- 
ing the side examined nearer 
the film. This will place the side 
the nose, forehead and malar bone 
contact with the table top. The base 
line should approximately perpen- 
dicular the plane the film most 
subjects. However, approximately 
this examination not good enough, 
and attempt should made cor- 
rect all faulty posturing points, includ- 
ing the base line, before proceeding 


further, for this one examination 
which necessitates extremely careful 
attention detail. 


The central ray directed enter 
the mastoid tip through the outer 
canthus the eye, viewed from the 
opposite side. 


The other side always rayed for 
comparison, and, the other views, 
stereos improve visualization. 


good film should show the cellular 
structure, tip, internal acoustic meatus 
and the apex the pyramid. 


conclude, would like point out 
the necessity for ample penetration 
all views the petrous bone, for 
very dense construction. And, 
course, the use the Bucky and 
medium cone will found indispen- 
sible.

beginning the long series investi- 
gations that ultimately brought about 
the discovery x-ray.” 


And those two scientists, working 
together—if you not already know 
them (but sure you do) meet 
HENRICH GEISSLER who produced 
the first tube, which even low vacu- 
could maintained. Now—his 
friend JULIUS PLUKER who, ac- 
tivating this low vacuum tube with 
electric current produced luminous col- 
ors the cathode—an important step 
toward the great discovery! 


That thoughtful-loking man? Yes, 
JACQUES HITTORF whose re- 
searches leading the discovery 
rays apparently originating from the 
negative pole, received little attention 
the time, but whose work—like all 
research—merits recognition. 


Certainly you are acquainted with 
WILLIAM CROOKS! was 
knighted 1897, but his work in- 
terest was done before received 
this honor. Professor Crooks famous 
for his important researches and inven- 
tions connection with molecular 
physics, radiant matter and high vacua. 
His relatively high vacuum tube pro- 
duced x-rays (about the year 1875), 
although Crooks himself did not dis- 
cover them. 


You know HENRIK HERTZ? And 
his pupil PHILIPP LENARD, 
Nobel prize winner? Correct! Lenard, 
carrying the experiments Hertz 
noted the fogging photographic 
plate, the cathode rays. Yes, these 
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two reached the cross-roads. The next 
step was the discovery the x-ray. 


But course you have met—WIL- 
HELM CONRAD ROENTGEN, that 
slender, bearded, physics professor 
the University Wurzburg, Bavaria. 
Obscure indeed, but—remember that 
intense, penetrating expression his 
eyes? The keynote his character 
great discoverer rings out his reply 
reporter who interviewed him re- 
garding the new ray had discovered. 
“And what did you think?” the reporter 
asked. The now famous did 
not think, investigated.” 


Now let present you the well- 
known WILLIAM DAVID COOL- 
IDGE. Yes, course you know him. 
Correct you are! 1913 Dr. Coolidge 
announced that his new tube made 
possible for the operator control the 
output x-ray. True—the use 
tungsten for targets, the constant re- 
search until the conveniently used and 
highly effective tubes were produced, 
his discoveries, his guidance re- 
search—all great contributions, but 
what greater than his help and encour- 
agement others interested re- 
search? 


Know WILLIAM KEARSLEY 
Dr. Coolidge’s assistant who developed 
those timers and stabilizers that make 
life more worth living for poor dis- 
tracted x-ray technicians. 


And CLYDE SNOOKS? Our bet- 
ter x-ray tube operation due his 
development the mechanical recti- 
fier.

and did the big parrot—but the bird’s mirth 
had obviously derisive quality it. Then 
the Macaw uttered gruff “Good-bye” and 
turned its back abruptly. rather 
rude bird, thought. Graceful does and 
their spotted fawns have free acres gambol 
in. Beaver-pond activities were fascinat- 
ing always. There was roomy bear pit 
wherein dozen black bear cubs were hav- 
ing the time their lives, boxing, wrestling, 
climbing. Not box-like quarters, but 
fenced stretches woodland, timber wolves 
and coyotes trotted about silently. Those 
gardens are thrilling, but back the Chateau, 
something seems tell us, there’s Conven- 
tion still going strong.

These 
were matters dealing with the Constitution and more particularly with By-law 51, the 
passing which was rendered ultra vires the Saskatoon meeting owing certain 
conditions not having been conformed with. perusal the lawyers’ letter page 161 
will explain the matter more fully. 
print below the highlights the meeting, together with the page numbers 
which they may found dealt with more fully the Minutes. 


Constitution: 


was decided that the Executive the Board Directors shall consist the 
President, the Vice-President, the Secretary-Treasurer and two other Directors appointed 
the Board Directors 

The President shall one the Directors and shall elected ballot the 
ordinary members and shall hold office for one year only. (Page 164.) This change 
the previous practice which the delegates elected the President. 

resolution that the Secretary-Treasurer elected ballot ordinary members 
was defeated. Hence the office Secretary-Treasurer remains decided the 
Saskatoon meeting with the Secretary-Treasurer being appointed the Board 
Directors and his tenure office not being limited one year. (Page 164.) 


Life Memberships: 


Life Memberships will awarded technicians for outstanding services and the 
total number will limited six. There was previously provision the Constitution 
for Life Membership despite the fact that several Life Memberships had been awarded. 
The passing this resolution clarifies the situation and states clearly that Life Members 
shall enjoy the same privileges ordinary members. Apparently persons other 


technicians whom the Society wishes honour with Life Memberships can given 
Honorary Life Membership. (Page 160.) 


Associate Membership: 


clause was written into By-law that Associate Members member-societies 
not automatically become Associate-Members the C.S.R.T. (Page 164.) 


resolution recommending that the Society record that its membership 
exempt from enrolment unions was passed. was felt that hospital duties are 


such that rigid adherence definite hours work laid down unions incompatible 
with adherence medical ethics. (Page 167.) 


Fee for C.S.R.T. Certificates Discontinued: 


resolution was presented the Manitoba Society urging the discontinuance 
the practice charging fee one dollar for certificates. This resolution was passed, 
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hence after November ist, 1948, successful candidates will receive their diplomas without 
extra charge. This, course, very nice for the recipients, but something like 
some our present forms taxation. will just have taken out another 
pocket the cost the certificates has charged against the Society 
whole and will merely another reason for increased membership fees. this con- 
nection may noted that the examinination fee split between the Canadian 
Society and the member-society, the C.S.R.T. getting seven-tenths and the member- 
society three-tenths. (Pages 167 and 166.) 


Examination Fees Not Increased: 


The actual cost conducting examinations and engraving diplomas has been 
exceeding the amount received fees. was proposed that the fees raised from 
five dollars ten dollars. However, after considerable discussion, was decided that 
the fee should remain five dollars with the provision above that seven-tenths should 
the C.S.R.T. and three-tenths the member-society.

Report the Examining Board 


Another year has passed and your Examin- 
ing Board has report that two more ex- 
aminations have been held according 
schedule, one November 1947, and the 
other May 1948. 

The results November’s examinations 
are follows: There were candidates from 
all provinces except Nova Scotia and Prince 
Edward Island. The total number writing 
was 47. The total number who passed and 
whom certificates were issued was 40. The 
names the successful candidates have been 
published The Focal Spot. the 
who wrote there were who were writing 
for the first time and rewrites. the 
new candidates there were only who failed 
(approximately 10%). the rewrites the 
casualities were much higher, failed (ap- 
proximately 25%). 

The results the May examinations are 
not quite ready but will published shortly 
The Focal Spot. Forty-five candidates 
wrote, making total for the year. 

The bare statistics just given might suf- 
fice for the annual report the Examining 
Board, but actually convey very little in- 
formation concerning the work involved and 
the many problems encountered. believe 
few further comments may order. 

First, would like express appreci- 
ation for the honour having been asked 
serve the C.S.R.T. all these years. has 
been honour and privilege but also 
great responsibility. Sometimes wonder 
generally realized just how much re- 
sponsibility rests the Examining Board. 
Actually your Board given the difficult 
task deciding: 

First: How much 
should know. 

Second: Whether the various individuals 
meet the standards set. other words, your 
Board has decide who shall admitted 
the C.S.R.T. and how much should 
know. 

This light responsibility and brings 
problems that require much thought. 

The first question how much should 
x-ray technician know, has taken into 
consideration setting the papers each year. 
this connection considered opin- 
ion that the papers are far too easy, but 
they are made much more difficult the per- 
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centage failures would very greatly in- 
creased. What should about not 
easy question decide. The answers 
the examination questions that have been 
reading lead conclude that rather 
high percentage technicians not really 
understand the physical prin- 
ciples involved radiography therapy. 
This obviously reflection either the 
intelligence the individuals the teach- 
ing, both. studying the films sub- 
mitted one forced the second conclu- 
sion that many candidates simply not 
understand they would not submit the hor- 
rible examples faulty technique too often 
seen. Again this reflection either 
the individual the teaching, both. 


After two three years’ training would 
seem than x-ray technician worthy the 
letters “R.T.” should least know the fun- 
damentals that make good roent- 
genogram and should understand thoroughly 
the influence the main primary factors 
its production. Far too often evident 
that any real understanding sadly lacking. 
often difficult understand how some 
these candidates can poorly equipped 
knowledge after two three years’ experi- 
ence and that expressing very mildly. 


These are unpleasant statements and dis- 
like having voice them but feel they 
ought made known and faced. Certainly 
your Examining Board has face them 
twice yearly and can assure you that 
not enjoy having “fail” technician who 
has been employed such for two three 
years. should not have so. 


Having served the Examining Board for 
over four years, have had ample opportu- 
nity see the need for better education 
basic principles. wish the whole executive 
this society could spend some time with 
the Board going over examination papers and 
questions. obvious that training so- 
called practical work not enough. The 
experience your Examining Board does 
not support the statement one sometimes 
hears, “Oh, she may not know much theory 
but she good technician.” Almost al- 
ways, find that the technician who makes 
ridiculous answers simple questions, sub- 
mits films poor quality. Both science

good roentgenograms. 

not wish end this report 
gloomy note. The need for improvement 
great but believe progress being made. 
most you already know, important 
study teaching facilities has been made 
committee the Canadian Association 
Radiologists and are anxiously awaiting 
the results their findings and recommend- 
ations presented the coming meet- 
ing Toronto. addition this work, 
your Board Examiners and members 
the executive have prepared revised Rules 
and Regulations for examinations and re- 
vised application form which hope will 
eliminate some confusion and delay encount- 
ered the past.

Correspondence From the Lawyers: 


“We enclose herewith draft copies of the Revised 
Constitution the Canadian Society Radiological 
Technicians. This draft respresents a revision of the 
proposed amended constitution, but all revisions or 
amendments have been confined to what may be called 
‘technical’ or ‘formal’ amendments. 


“The amended constitution which styled By-law 
No. 51, cannot, of course, be put in final form until 
finally approved, together with the further suggested 
amendments the Special General Meeting the 
Corporation. It is our hope that the By-law as now 
drafted represents the desires and intentions of the 
Corporation they have been expressed date. 


also enclose memorandum for the informa- 
tion of whoever is charged with presenting the By- 
law the meeting. have tried keep brief 
and as simple as possible. From our experience, these 
matters can become hopelessly tangled and extremely 
confusing unless discussion is confined to bare essen- 
tials. The memorandum, therefore, is confined to a 
skeleton coverage of changes or amendments made to 
the By-law approved the last Annual Meeting 
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the Corporation, and published the Journal 
the Corporation. We would like to remind you that 
under the old By-law Special General Meeting can 
only be called by the Board of Directors. This can 
only done meeting the Board. Conse- 
quently, before the Special General Meeting can be 
held a meeting of the Board of Directors should be 
held ratify the calling this Special General Meet- 
ing. It is important that all these formalities be com- 
plied with so that we may eventually supply the 
Secretary State with affidavit that the meeting 
was duly called and the By-law properly passed. 

“In this connection should noted that the 
original By-laws the Corporation were embodied 
in the Letters Patent, then the approval of the Secre- 
tary of State is not sufficient. The Dominion Com- 
panies Act provide that such By-laws ‘shall not 
repealed amended except the issue supple- 
mentary issue Letters Patent.’ have not had 
opportunity perusing the original Letters Patent 
and would ask that you kindly submit them 
not the old By-laws were embodied in the original 
grant. 

understand that admission the Corporation 
under the present system is achieved through applica- 
tion to a Board of Examiners who then require candi- 
dates have certain academic qualifications, and 
pass the prescribed examination. This, our opin- 
ion, constitutes a de facto change in the constitution 
of the Corporation and should accordingly be provided 
for the By-laws the Corporation. are, there- 
fore, submitting herewith a draft section which may 
be embodied in By-law No. 51, and a memorandum 
covering this point, with particular attention paid to 
the fact that this proposed amendment may affect 
present sections 7 and 8 dealing with admission to the 
Society. 

“It is our hope that the By-law in its present form 
will generally acceptable. That being would 
recommend, from a practical viewpoint, if no other, 
that all changes and further amendments kept 
minimum avoid confusion. 

“We would like to stress that particular care should 
used deciding the ultimate method voting, and 
particular attention paid the fact that different 
systems of voting may be desired for different 
purposes. 

“We have perused the Resolutions presented 
at the Sixth Annual General Meeting. Of these Reso- 
lutions, numbers 8, 9, 10, 11 and 12 would appear to 
amendments. That is, further 
amendments proposed By-law No. 51. these, 
No. 9 is dealt with separately in our memorandum on 
the matter. No. 10 has no further significance, and 
the others would not appear require any special 
comments from us as they appear to be purely mat- 
ters of policy and do not appear to have any compli- 
cating effect. 

“Finally, we would like to say a word about our 
own position this matter. revising the Consti- 
tution and in preparing the necessary information we 
have purposely refrained from making any changes 
which might construed result changes 
‘Corporation policy’ and have similarly confined 
our comments to pointing out changes that are actu- 
ally made that will made and their general effect. 
However, if we may finally inject a personal note we 
would like to express our hope that your Annual Meet- 
ing will be eminently successful and that the Corpora- 
tion will emerge stronger and continue to grow and 
succeed.

Report Committee Lapel Pins 
Given Mr. Gore: 


not intended this brief report into all 
the whys and wherefores relative to the establishment 
of the C.S.R.T. Lapel Pins, but rather to summarize 
briefly the progress made by this committee during 
the course the past year. 

As outlined at the 1947 Annual Meeting at Saska- 
toon Your Committee has drawn design and 
color scheme for the Lapel Pin and submitted same 
to the Board of Directors for approval. Following 
the unanimous approval of all Directors new quota- 
tions were secured from the jewellers orders 200 
and 500 of such pins, along with the cost of striking 
the two dies necessary preparing pin such 
nature. 

This information along with actual sized draw- 
ing of the pin was sent on to your Secretary with a 
suggestion that perhaps similar copies should be sent 
the Secretary each Member-Society order 
ascertain the number of pins required by the various 
Member-Societies. This line of action met with gen- 
eral approval, and due time copy the colored 
drawing of the pin with an accompanying letter was 
sent to each Provincial Secretary with a request that 
they determine their own Society’s order and send 
this information along with the money to cover same 
your Society Secretary, Mr. Hunt, Regina. 
It was respectfully suggested that if this could be 
done prior to this meeting that this information and 
money could be forwarded with each Official Delegate. 

Through correspondence your committee attempted 
reach some decision the eligibility the Associ- 
ate Members wear this pin; but due the variance 
opinion expressed, such decision was impossible 
this time. In the previously mentioned letter sent 
out to each Member-Society a request was made that 
their opinion on this question should be forwarded to 
this meeting. Your committee personally can see 
good reason why Associate Members should not have 
the right to wear this pin, but are anxious to have 
the opinion the Society whole before coming 
to any definite decision on this matter. 

The cost the Pin $2.50 each somewhat 
higher than the rough figures given Saskatoon, but 
view the quality the pin being secured feel 
not excessive. should mentioned that this 
figure also covers the cost the two dies necessary 
in the preparation of such a pin, and thus relieves the 
Society Fund such burden. 

The jewellers are ready to start production of the 
pin immediately we give them the go ahead, but before 
so doing we are anxious to obtain as large a basic 
order possible, and this the immediate problem 
pertaining this matter. Your committee realizes 
that publication the official journal might have 
done much to further this question. However, by the 
time the necessary ground-work was completed it was 
too late meet the dead-line the April issue. 

the sincere hope this committee that the 
finished product one which may all proud 
wear as a symbol of the C.S.R.T., and that the cost 
will not prohibit anyone from acquiring the pin who 
wishes so. 

In conclusion we would like to extend our thanks 
all members the Board Directors, particularly 
your Secretary, Mr. Hunt, who generously gave 
of his time and assistance in aiding the work of this 
committee, and finally special vote thanks 
fellow colleague, Mr. Mel Smith, for his splendid 
assistance on this committee.

This increased cost could not possibly be 
financed either by The Focal Spot itself or by the 
C.S.R.T. The only solution, see it, pro- 
duce the Province Quebec mimeographed trans- 
lation and try and cover the cost of this (which would 
itself fairly heavy) French language adver- 
tisements. This would necessitate French-speaking 
staff in the Province of Quebec who would take the 
English Focal Spot, translate it, look after the French 
advertising and get the mimeographing 
could not done elsewhere than Quebec, either 
from the language standpoint or from the standpoint 
time and labour involved, can easily under- 
staood that the present editorial staff would find 
quite impossible take further duties the 
extent that this project would involve. The problem 
therefore seems resolve itself the point where 
might possible carry out this idea the French- 
speaking members are prepared to do the work and 
find advertising to cover the cost. We presume also 
that the Focal Spot subscriptions from members de- 
siring the French edition would diverted from the 
English edition and would help some extent 
defray the cost of the mimeographing of the French 
edition. We should also, of course, expect to receive 
translations French articles appearing originally 
the French edition so that they could be printed in 
the English edition. this resolution should pass 
the June convention its consummation will depend 
upon how hard our Quebec friends are willing work 
for its achievement. cannot come into being merely 
passing resolution.

Draft of Sections to Become Part of By-law 51, 
Covering the Board of Examiners and Admissions 


Membership 


Approved the Special General Meeting held 
Quebec City, June, 1948. 


Section 9.—(1) A Board of Examiners shall be 
appointed by the Board of Directors, such Board of 
Examiners to consist of three members, and subject 
to sub-section (2) hereof such members shall hold 
office for a term of three years or until their suc- 
cessors are appointed by the Board of Directors. 

(2) The members of the first such Board of Ex- 
aminers shall hold office as follows: 


One member for a term expiring Sept. 30th, 1949. 
One member for term expiring Sept. 30th, 1950. 
One member for term expiring Sept. 30th, 1951. 


Section members the Board Exam- 
iners shall Ordinary Members the Corporation 
and two such members shall Radiologists, one 
of whom shall be a bi-linguist in French and English, 
and the third such member shall be a Radiological 
Technician. 

Section 11.—The duties and powers of the Board 
of Examiners shall be as follows: 

(a) To prescribe examinations in Anatomy, Physics 
and Apparatus, General 
Technic, and X-Ray Therapy. 


(b) make rules and regulations governing the 
manner conducting such examinations. 


(c) make regulations governing all matters per- 
taining to apprenticeship of persons seeking to become 
members the Corporation. 

(d) To use care and judgment to ensure that the 
educational standards and standards of technical 
knowledge and practice in Radiography and allied 
sciences are maintained at a high level, and that all 
persons admitted membership are skilled and 
competent. 


(e) The decision of the Board of Examiners that 
candidate has passed failed pass prescribed 
examination shall final. 


Section 12.—All applications for membership shall 
be made to the Board of Directors and shall be 
accompanied by satisfactory proof of the following: 


(a) That the applicant is eligible for membership 
the Corporation set forth section this 
by-law. 


(b) Except the case persons referred 
section 8, sub-section (a): 
i. That the applicant has completed public school, 


has obtained Junior Matriculation or the equivalent 
thereof. 


iii That the applicant has served a term of 
apprenticeship of not less than two years, such ap- 
prenticeship consist not less than two years 
training under the supervision qualified Radiolo- 
gist practising Radiology as a Specialty, or not less 
than four years of training under the supervision of 
physician not qualified practice Specialist 
in Radiology.
